Tite largest and the finest of the domestic buildings in Fat h pit r Sibri 
setting aside the palatini residence known as J 0 cl It palace, is Dir Dal s 

house. ViV fifflinrp to Lraditioo Dir Iial erected it for his daughter, uud Jrom nu 
inscription upon the capital of a carved pilaster on the west facade it appears to have 1 
been built in A.D. 1571. 

Before describing the house it may he as well to say a little about Dir Bsil 
and to relate who lie was and Jiqw it came about that a Hindi was allowed to 
build in the midst of a group of AlLiliaiuraaibiti palaces, and within call ui (he 
Emperor s own apartments. We learn from Blochmann s tides on the 3fHb chapter 
or the Ain-i-AMiari' which deals with the grandees of ibe empire, that *' he was a 
BrAEimim of the name uf Mahcsh Bus, and was a ]ihx( t or minstrel, a class of tueii 
whom tite Persians call bAdJhrQ&U —dealers in encomiums, ITo was very poor, but 
dear*beaded and remarkable for his power of apprehension. According to IVtddonh 
he came soon after Ak bar's access ion from Kiilpi to court, where he* injn-utvfs in a 
short time made him a genera) favourite. Ills Hindu verses also were much liked, 
anti Akhar conferred on him the title of Kab ifrii, or (Hindu) Poet Laureate anil had 
him constantly near himself. 

“ Iu the 18th year Elijah Ja&Clumti of Nr garb At, who was at court, happened to 
displease the Emperor and was imprisoned. Nagarkot was given to Kab Uui us j.tg.t. 
He also received the title or Bujnh Bir Bar. But Jaid Clmud's son, Budh Cliand for 
Budhi Charnl or Badx Chaud-thc Ms. differ! shut himself up in Nugark'd, an 
Husain Quli Khun was ordered to conquer it. The invasion of Ibrahim Husain 
JfinA forced Husain Quit to raise tho siege, aud Bir Bar, iu all probability, did nm 
get this Jitgir. LLc accompanied Akbar on bis hi teed march to Patau and Almiadi'l*,uh

The following passages from Eaditoni arc of interest:— 11 Among the silly 
lies—they border on absurd!lies—which during this year (0i)o) were spread over the 
country, was the rumour that Eir liar, the accursed, was still alive, though in reality 
ho Irnd then for scmic tune been burning in the seventh hell. The Hind ns. by whom 
His Majesty i» surrounded, saw bow sad and sorry he was for Eir Bar's loss, and 
Invented the story that Eir Bar had been seen in the fail fa of Nagarkut. walking about 
with Jogisrmd Sauriasis. HU Majesty believed the rumour, thinking that Eir Bar 
was ashamed to come to court on account of the defeat which he had suffered at the 
hands of the Yfaufeais; Jimt it was, he*1dee.unite probable that be should have been 
seen with .Togis, inasmuch us lie hud never cared for t he world. An Ahadi was there- 
Ibrw sent to Nagarkbt to enquire into the truth of the rumour, when it was proved 
that the whole story was an absurdity, 

** Soon after Ifia Majesty received a report that Bir Bor had been seen at 
Kitlhijar (which was the jdgir of this dog). and the collector of the district slated that 
a barber had recognised him by certain marks on bis body, which the tana had dis¬ 
tinct ly seen when one day Eir Bar had engaged him to rub his body with oil; from 
that time, however, Eir Em* had concealed himself. His Majesty then ordered the 
barber to come to court: and the Hindu Krori (collector) got hold of some poor 
innocent traveller, charged him with murder, and kept him hi concealment, giving 
out iliai ho was Btr ltaj. The (Krori) could of course send no barber to court; ho 
thereto re killed the poor traveller to avoid detection, and rep or ted that it was Eir 
Bar in reality, but be had since died. His Majesty went actually through a second 
mourning; but he ordered the Krori and several others to come to court.

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was squandered away, iio resigned court life and turned fuqir in order to live Tree 
and Independent (end of i-Otit year). 

From the key plan af Hie city (Plate 1) facing the title-page. it will be seen Hint 
Jiir Hal’s house stajidi nearthe north-wcsl comer of Jodli Bdl’$ palace and iu close 
proximity to (.lie royal stahloa. From this circumstance it lias been surmised by 
some that Hit liny was also Master of the Horse ns well as Prime Minister. The 
house was screened oil from, the stables by a high stone wall and a range of out- 
ofhccs of similar design to a small detached si bled building still standing a few paces 
to the north-west of the house, and which from a ruddy cut inscription on one of 
the square piers on its south side we learn was used as a private hospital. Like all 
ihe buildings throughout the city the house is constructed of red sandstone. It 
stands upon a spacious platform of concrete carried on pillars and lint arches of 
rough masonry, which reminds one of the pile eon struct ion so commonly used in 
building in Holland. Tim north side of ih<’ bouse overlooks a steep roadway leading 
down to and beneath the Hfi t hi L' <> 1 or E i e p h an t Ga t e; the £ a ra v ft n Sa r u i 
and the Hi ran Minsk r: whilst the west looks on to an expanse of low-lying 
Helds, which in Akhar's time were covered by a lake, 

From the illustrations shown on Plaice Pi and 17 it will bo seen to be a doubln- 
storeyed building. It consists of four rooms, each Ifi'-CP square, and two entrance 
porches on the ground flwr. 3 G‘-P by 8-G ,r (Pink- III); and two square chambers on 
the upper floor placed cottuKwiso and covered by domes (Plate IV)„ 

Access is gained to the tipper storey by two deepLi o naily steep and narrow 
staircases, tme on the south-west and the other on Hie north-east corner ©f the build¬ 
ing which land on the roofs—flat ones—of the single-storeyed rooms below. At one 
time the outer sides of these roofs were partedly enclosed by e croons. and they were 
in -ill likelihood used l>y ihc ladles of the harem as promenades. That they were tines 
enclosed is evident from a high storey pcit still standing on the parapet of the roof 
iivcr the north-east ground floor chamber which formed.a part of one of the screens. 
The walls of the upper rooms ore very thick and massive, hut are (binned nut at regu¬ 
lar intervals by deep recuses, which form quite* a oharactorb*tic feature of the AJLoglml 
style of architecture. Of the recesses wo slml] speak later on. From the exterior 
walls of the upper chamber*, pretty bay window's, supported on brackets (Plate ^ i. 
project. Upon these the fair oocupnuk of ike rooms could recline nnd, when tired of 
gating ut the carved stone walls of their zaafina. rest their eym upon the green meadow 
land below, hounded by the rippling waters of the lake, upon which the royal or 
princely barge, with its merry, laughing, and brilliantly clad passengers glided, a, it 
passed to and from the shores of the low u ndula ting hills beyond, dotted bore end 
there with white domes surmounting ihe tombs of faithful followers of Is!dm. 

The building is raised from ito groitr.il on a pHnlh (Flutes II and \ I), and is 
approached by small flights of steps iu front of the doorway- A detail of the plinth 
is shown on Plato VII. from which it will be seen to be panelled uud finished off by 
three mouldings along the top. The central member is prettily carved by raised 
leaves looped together alone the top by a narrow band. At the corners of the 
plinth are very effective octagonal balusters, lie tor rung again to the elevation 
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(Pistes II and VI), we see Thar both the exterior and interior walls are minutely and 
elaborately carved, and to snob an extent that they attract the attention of even the 
moat casual observer* "It would seem," sayg Mr, Keene in speaking of them* " as if 
a Chinese ivory worker had been employed upon a Cyclopean monument. The 
language of Victor Hugo is very applicable to this house: * Everywhere was mngm- 
licence at once refined and stupendous; if it was not the most diminutive of palaces, it 
was the most gigantic of jewel cases-' ” 1 Ftrgusuon also enlflgiv.es the earring of this 
and tho Turkish tjultiaa'a house, and says " they ore the richest and most character¬ 
istic of alt the buildings here (Fathpur Sikri): they are small, but it is impossible to 
ctmcoive anything sc picturesque in outline, or any building carved and ornamented 
to Buch an extent, without the smallest approach to being overdone or in had taste. 1 ’ 2 

Speaking generally, the design of one facade is like the other, hut the detail on 
tho western from is more carefully executed and Is in a better state of preserva¬ 
tion than on the others. It is on this side that tho date of the erection of the build¬ 
ing is recorded. 

The entrance porches (see ground plan, Plate III) axe seen in elevation on 
the left and right hand sides of Plate II and In section on Plate VI, whilst explana¬ 
tory details are shown on Plates VUI, IX, and X. They are covered by a double 
roof, and in order to obtain an imposing elevation the outer one has been made 
considerably higher than the inner. From the section through the porch (Plate IX) 
it will also be seen that the intervening space between the two. a distance of some 
8'»0\ is hollow.. This is not apparent from tho outside, ami one is apt to think, on 
comparing the exterior with the interior, that the porch is ceiled with a solid rgof, 
The interior wails ate divided into three bays by richly carved pilasters surmounted 
by fantastic-shaped brackets placed horizontally to the capitals, and which meet 
above deep wall recesses, enclosed by borders carved in unison with the pilasters, 
placed midway between each of the piers. An ornamented d«d<"> occupies the 
space between the floor and the bottom of the recesses, but the n ut of the wall is 
left plain with tin! exception of the entrance jambs (seen to the right of tits draw¬ 
ing), which are elaborately chiselled with geometrical devices. The coiling is richly 
carved, and is detailed on Plate X. The pattern upon it is a geometrical one anil 
made up chiefly of raised octagons upon a ground studded with leaf rosettes. The 
iides of the octagons are splayed and project about half an inch from tho ground. 
The cornice is tyma reatu moulded and enriched by Loaf ornament. The culling if. 
out.- of the best and most effective with in E’olhpur Sikri.aod uuuld look equally well 
carved m wood or moulded in plotter as it docs in stone. In keeping with ihe 
interior, the exterior walls of the porch (Plate VUI) are nhu broken up into hays 
by pilasters, hut into five instead of three. In every other instance throughout the 
house the exterior piers are ranged opposite those on tho interior walls, hut with the 
porches the case is different. The two outer bays arc mode the same siae; the 
next two also balance, but are bigger than the outer ones; whereas the middle bay is 
one by itself, and is larger titan either u! the others. Between each bay is an nrehed 
recess, some 12 deep, and like those on the inside of tho porch t hey arc unclosed by

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broad oblong borders, carved with various floral designs, They stand upon moulded 
sills, three or four inches in thickness, which continue through the wall anti serve as 
bond or through-stones to the miwonry. Prom the bottom of the Bill down to the 
stir-plinth the ashlaring is of one slab of stone, and like the interior wall it is wrought 
into a panelled ami carved dado. The draw ing shows how beautifully the pilasters 
are carved, tip on eseh pilaster are three panels enclosed within florid scroll carved 
borders. The upper and tower panels are alike in design, hut the middle quo is varied. 
The central panel of the end pier, on the right of the drawing, is exceptionally well 
carved with a beautiful open scroll, reminding one somewhat of the scrolls found 
upon tale Celtic work. The (.op and bottom panel'* on tho corresponding- pier, on the 
left of the plate, are almost as well executed* hut with quite a different design, and 
one which, although not the s;une in every respect, is closely allied to the central 
panel of ihe fourth pier from the left side of tho drawing. 

Instead of the bracketing used above the piers on the inside of the porch, an 
enriched arched arcade boa been in l rod need. The arches are all stilted and the 
epandril pieces above are delicately carved with scrolls, woven round lotus paterm 
in the middle. In flic tympana below arc small shields carved with leaves. Sur¬ 
mounting the arcade ia a deep drip-stone or cave supported on handsome missive 
brackets springing from the fronts of t he caps of the pilasters, and which appear 
in elevation ou the drawing. Over the drip-stone is a rich frieze, detailed on Plato 
XL1V. The roof is of cement, but finished off along the top by & stone ridge, leaf- 
carved and surmounted at t be ends by moulded circular finish). 

Reverting again to its construction, we find a similar contrivance has been 
resorted to in forming the domes over two upper rooms. This is apparent from 
the section through the building given on Plato VI, which shows the elevation of 
one of the domes and t he section of the other, and the outer shell in juxtaposition 
with the inner. Had this device not been resorted to, we should have bad one of two 
things: either a very lofty room out of proportion to its dimensions, or a very squat 
and ugly external dome, which would entirely have spoilt the appearance of the 
facade. By adopting this mode of construction these evils were avoided, and at the 
same lime, to some extent, additional coolness was secured to the room, which in a 
hot country like India is a thing of paramount importance. 

On plan the upper rooms are square, although ceiled by domes. In order to 
accomplish th.it:, stone lintel*, supported on massive brackets (see Pistes XI, VII. and 
XTTf y have been placed across She upper corners of the room, thus altering the 
Sqimre into an octagonal shape. Across the angles of the octagon other stones 
have been placed, and by so doing a drum of sixteen sides lias been produced, and 
upon this the cupola rests. The cupola is circular on plan, but of S flattened 
«pgmeiital-likc section. Interiorly ilie cupola is divided into sixteen panels by raised 
fiat ribs, springing from a slightly -moulded cornice capping the drum, and which 
terminate upon a very effective and well carved key-stone bos* in the crown of the 
dome. Tho face of the drum Ie carved with a rained repeating pattern of trefoil 
outline upon a ground of leaf ornamentation, A detail of this is shown on Plate 
XIV, from which it will be seen that the raised rile arc of V section and channelled 
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on top. The channelling of the top of the ribs is rather a peculiar feature ami one 
seldom met with, although it is seep ho ni dimes in the corner ri<ut I tracery upon the 
walls and the j<Ui screens in the windows aud elsewhere, On (side, the dome is of 
cement, hut the drum is of stone and girdled by a coarsely moulded string course, 
surmounted by a deep ornamental band in blue and red colour, whilst the face of the 
string course It lined with white and red horizontal bands. A detail of this is given in 
Fig. 1, Plate XLVHI. Tin- ssran plate affords an illustration of the porupet around 
Um top of I he building. The coping is Hat and imwealhered. and along the bottom, 
of the parapet is a plainly moulded string course The infer space is embellished 
with a pointed a reading raised an inch from the ground, and its ends are stepped out 
al the bottom after the form of a Greek cross. Tin ground is carved beneath the 
merhn of the embattlaments with leaves, triangularly disposed, and finished off at 
the top like a Jleur-de-Un. 

The lower rooms (Plates XV and XVI) are ceiled in a different way from the 
upper ones, by fiat slabs of stone, extending in one unbroken piece trotu wall fo 
wall, a distance of lfl'-O v and varying from 2'-l’ to l'-5' in width. The ends of the 
slabs are supported on a bold and beautifully-carved cornice, forming the upper part 
of a unique and rich ente hi at lire—consisting of a row of deeply arched pendeutives. 
springing from the sides of seroil-carved buttresses projecting at right angles from the 
walla upon corbels, terminating in pretty and enriched bell-shaped pendants. Details 
of the entablature are shown in Plate XVII, This should be compared with Plate 
XVIII, which is an. elevation of the entire south side of the south-east ground floor 
room. From the design of the room one is almost inclined to think that the 
architect had some knowledge of The Onier*, and was influenced by them in matur¬ 
ing his plans. This is more particularly apparent from the way the pilasters Have 
been introduced round the walls, although no canon bus been strictly conformed 
with in working out their proportions. The relation of the diameter of the shaft to 
ita height more close>y approaches the proper dona laid dowa for the Tuscan Order, 
being about seven and a half dU meters in height measured from tbo hot tom of the 
base to the top Of the capital, Each side of the Chamber is divided into three bars 
by pilasters, and in each instance there ia u doorway in i lie central buy. whilst In the 
oih.rrv, arc recesses. These arc set back from the face of the wall some IS' and are 
seen in section ns well ns in eievaiion on the drawing, which also shows a full view 
of the entablature round the upper part of the room. Over the exterior doors, of 
which there arc two to each room, mi well on two interior doors leading from one 
chamber into another, is a pierced stone fan-light screen. Some of these during 
recent years (the house having been turned into a Visiters’ bungalow) have much, 
to the detriment of the room, been backed by unsightly tlal* of stone. In the 
apertures beneath the fen-light were doors, probably of stone, which, ns will be seen 
from the drawing, wort- swung on atone sockets and tenons. They are now filled in 
by modern wooden doors. A section through one of the pen den Lives of the entablature 
ih seen or. the ride of Hale XVII, aud a half plan is given just above it. The upper 
member of the cornice resemble* a ct/nut-rwentt in general contour, and is carved 
w Ufa a shell-like ornament ending off in vertical leaf enda. The lower member is more 
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of ft eavetto in form and is richly cut with bold incised leases in high relief. Below 
it is a deep band of pretty floral scroll earring, raised nlxsul a quarter of an inch from 
the surface, which permeates down the buttress-Like pieces between the pen.Umlivw. 
The architrave below is of like contour to the cornice, and is also similarly carved, 
with the addition that the flat member above the eavetto is also enriched. 

The style of the carving upon the wall, which, as we saw, called form tile 
admiration of Ferguson, is detailed on Tlatc XIX which shows on entire bay of the 
east side of the north-west room. The hay is enclosed between two well propiirtioneil 
pilasters resting on bases similarly carved to 1 lio.se shown on Plate XX and crowned 
by equally elaborate caps of like detail to those given on Plate XXI, XEjdwoy 
between the two pilasters is n deep oblong-shaped niche or refits? closed at the top 
by a pretty four-centred stilted arch, carved on the front with ouajnngE springing 
from moulded scmUpeadanta on each aide of the opening. The spandrils over the 
arch arc slightly recessed and a tv carved in the middle by small patera? enclosed by 
a plain narrow border, which becomes wider as it foao e nd* and stops on the bottom 
of a richly carved frame (>' in width, and projected an inch in advance of the face of 
the wall surrounding the whole niche. This fame stands ever a moulded and tacel- 
corved Bill, and the wall between it and door is richly carved with geometrical and 
floral patterns similar in design to those detailed ou Plates XXI\. XXXXXV f. 

The shafts of the pilasters enclosing the bays project O v from the face of the 
wall, and along the angles they are quirk moulded. Each is divided into three panels, 
delicately and minutely chiselled with geometrical designs surrounded by floral 
borders. They are crowned by massive brackets, cut out of solid pieces of stone pro¬ 
jecting 6* from the face of the wal i and extending in one unbroken piece from, the 
under ride of the lintels over the doorways down to the caps of the pilasters. They 
are stepped out in three tiers and in shape resemble those supporting the breast-sum¬ 
mers of the verandah round the Turkish Suit dn a ’ s house. Beneath the upper 
and lower tiers are circular leaf-carved pendants terminating in twisted knobs and 
crowned by square capitals; that beneath the lower tier ie bulbous in form, whilst 
that under the upper is hell-shaped and twisted. The middle tier is bracketed 
out, and its peculiar outline {seedrawingl forms one of 'he characteristic features oi 
the Moghul style of architecture as seen :it T'aihpi'ir-Sikri. It is more than probable 
that an elephant’s head with an upturned trunk served os tin 1 original nn'ik'l from 
which it was copied. The cops of the pBastora arc ■ ui oui f one piece i t stone the 
abaft* of another, and the bases form a third stone. The details ol their mouldings 
are given to a large ecale on the left hand side of the drawing. 

The designs upon the masonry below the recesses i the wrilK between the 
pilasters, vary considerably, and typical specmu'iUi are drinilcd on Fljifcns XXIV, 
XXV, and XXVI. whilst Hates XXII and XXI IT present details of iIn- my>«cs Ihcm- 
fielvee. In each ca*-c there is a ^mall oblong panel of car ring in the cent re, hounded 
by a amftll tootli-carvcd border, and l^yond this is a Held of intricate geometrical 
ornamentation, raised From one-eighth to a quarter ol an inch above* the ground. 
Enclosing flu fluid is another loolh-eorrrd border, ami this init< turn mcoulineii by 
a broader band carved with u repeating interlacing leaf scroll. The panel shown on 
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Fig, I, Plate SUV, £s from, the n©rth-w<H f ground floor room, anti the design upon 
it is of Arabian origin. Fig, 2 of Plate XXIV it from the same room, Exit here the 
treatment of the outer bordur ia varied, and the central panel is of quite a differ¬ 
ent design and b twin-rater to that shown on Tig. 1. Plate XXVII. token from the 
north-east ground floor room. The panels shown on Plato XXV, Fig. 1, and Pkte 
XXVI, Fig 1, are both of geometrical and more rigid design than those given in 
either of the foregoing illustrations. The latter (Fig. I, Plate XXVI) is the more 
pleasing of the two, Find the background is studded with small rosettes. One of the 
prettiest wall panel# in the house is shown on Plate XXV. Fig. 2. The centre 
is delicately carved with. an arabesque pattern* free in design and conception, and 
i* enclosed hy □ narrow tooth-carved border, bounded by a field of intricate geome¬ 
trical earring, Arabian in feeling. This h edged hy another tooth-carved border, 
surrounded hy a broader one. scroti and leaf-arn amen led. Hie leaves grow out of 
the meanders and unite over the diverging lines of the scroll. upon the sides of the 
border, anil nicely Jill np ! he ground 

rbae XXVin riiows m di tail of the pilasters forming the angle-jambs of the 
door openings between the north-east and north-west ground floor coops, and should 
he studied along with Plate- XIX. The large brackets shown above the pilasters on 
tliac Uniting in side elevation appear here in fropt elevation. To support the 
breast-summer carrying the wall above the opening a couple of brackets have been 
placed close Uwther over each of the pilafteia. linking the tops of the pilasters 
together is n string-band of the same depth as the capital and similarly carved, The 
bottoms arc also connected by a plinth along the top similarly moulded as the bases 
and ornamented in the centre with a semi-rosette. 

The next drafting * Plate XXTXj is a detail of a pilaster on the west side of 
the doorway leading from the north-east into the north-west lower room. The 
ornament upon ii is closely allied to that shown on the preceding plate, and the base 
fa envoi after thn style of other* with a semi-rosette at the bottom, resting upon 
a plinth. At the corners are carved angle-ears terminating at the top in aetni Jfarr- 
tle-lm. Emerging from the mi ddl e of the mouldings along the top of the base is a 
raised and undulating baud of scroll carving, which encircles the semi-rosette above 
the plinth and dies away into the carved ears at the comers. The face ©f the pilaster 
Ls enriched hy three ohluiig panel* surrounded by scroll borders. Both the top and 
bottom panels are filled in with interlacing chain-like earring, and the middle ono 
i* ornamented with a bizarre design, Both the upper and lower portions of the 
diaft are chiselled with a con pin of narrow lozenge bauds separated by a plain one 
inscribed in the ease of the bottom band with the sculptor’s name. The capital is 
richly curved: but from the drawing it will he observed Imw careless the stone 
masons were in finishing uff their work. They appear to have p.jul Jittlc regard to 
the fundame-ntnl rules of their cm ft, and whether the bed of a stone waa truly worked 
or not. little they dared. A* a result, one often finds, a® in the present inatjume. that 
the masonry is all askew, and that the perpendicular lines arc not at right angles 
to !lie horizontal ones. The capital or the pilaster projects 1 f from ih/fac© of a 
bracket between it and Hie door lintel above. Like the brockets shown on Plate XIX, 
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these are cut out of one piece of stone and stopped into three Liera edged, on the cuter 
side with bead, reel, and leaf curving. The fat* is enriched with raised ornament in 
the form of quatre-foils ami leaves. The leaves fall upon and conceal (he inh"‘.mct- 
imj poinb of the foils, and are twired by narrow moms. bent into tin: shape of 
lozenges. 

Dividing the bracket into two main part* is a flat perpendicular space, the 
width of the pilaster anti the height of ibe bracket, relieved from iKireness by (lie 
introduction of a rich and beautifully-cut circular sunk leaf patera in two tiers. 
Circumscribing the inner tier is a narrow border of minute head carving, between 
two narrow uncarted bands. The outer tier is similariy hounded and is enclosed 
by a sunk square panel, the corners of which are filled in with crisply cut 
leaves. The half of the bracket on the lea hand side of the pilaster balances with a 
simi lar one on the opposite side of Ihe doorway, and Ibese two combined form ft very 
uncommon dooihfead- The full effect of the treatment can ho studied from Plate 
XXX, which shows the upper pari of the door leading from Lhc north-east to the 
north-west ground floor room. In outline the brackets coincide with those about 
which we have just been speaking; but the carving ja varied, and not so well executed. 
The scrolls are badly formed and carelessly drawn, and some of the horizontal lines 
in other parts of the brackets are not at right angles to the perpendiculars. This is 
also noticeable in the horizontal bands upon the lop of the shaft* of the pilasters, 
between which and the necking of the capital there h quite a wedge-shaped piece. 
In keeping with the other parte, these pilasters arc ornamented with geometrical 
panels enclosed by scroll-carved borders. The faces of the brackets; above the 
capitals of the piers arc carved like those shown on Plate XXIX with patera, but 
a noticeable difference will be observed in the designs. The centre piece is Larger, 
though of similar design, but it is surrounded by a broad border of honeysuckJo- 
liko leaves spirally arranged and enclosed within a rectangular frame, the corners 
of which are carved with tdlubate leaves. The depth of the curving ami Hie contours 
of the mouldings arc shown by hatched sectional lines upon the drawing- Upon the 
abacus of each capital, the unison who wrought it has left us his name.-And from the 
circumstance thai it is cut in Hindi characters the inference is that he was a Hindu. 

Plate XXX I exhibits a couple of charmingly carved pilasters from the south¬ 
west lower room. In each aru three panels enclosed by herders, in the vm* case 
scroll-carved after an Arabian pattern derived probably from j Roman model, uid 
in the other by a creeper pattern. In both instances the central panel is filled with 
conventional leaf carving. The designs, however, are unlike -in mie the tendril* 
are curled round to form eight intertwined scrolls arranged in two perpendicular rows 
eT four to each row; whilst in the other Instance the leaves radiat. lYinu tin- points of 
a small octagon iu the centre or (he panel and form semi-octagoua :it (he top and the 
bottom cuds, enclosed within a raised border of semicircles, circularly grouped round 
the outer cuds of the leaves. Tim upper and lower panels nra of geo me trim l patterns. 
The patterns upon the left hand pilaster are decidedly Arabian in feeling mnl coincide 
wilh one anoI her, as do those on the opposite pier These latter are very effective, 
and the design is oAeu mut with on <_>bl Indian carved doors. It consists of a star mu! 

a 
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diaper pattern. The stars arc sank, studded with minute rosettes. and arc formed out 
of the side.*. of raised creates of a St, Andrew’s shape, with pointed ends, ranged in 
diagonal r'\v* across the face uf the panel The variety of the designs enriching the 
pilnsters throughout the house i# marvellous. and shows their designers were noi only 
nOfoiesseil of fertile iufcngi nations, hut Hint they were thoroughly an/ail with geometry 
and tlie principles of Arabian art* and that, like the Moors and Arabs. believed 
in one of The first l&w^ in, Architecture, dz.. “ to decorate construction. never to 
eounLruct the decoration.” 

Plates xxxn, X A All*, and XXXTTT show come of ilie patterns upon the pilas¬ 
ters in detail. Fig. 3, Plate XX XT ten is a beautiful spiral scroll from one of flic inter¬ 
nal pilheters on t ho north wall of the nor them porch (Plate IX), and reminds one 
somewhat of Celtic ornamentation, of a late period, when the ends of the scrolls ter¬ 
minated in heads, tails, and limbs of grotesque animals. But instead of such tennin- 
stbfis the spirals finish off in leaf ends and fill up an angular apace between tit? side 
of the pane: and the outer twist of the spiral. Figs. 1, 2, Plate XXXfla. Fig. 2, 
Plate XXXII. and Fig. 1 of Plate XXXII t exhibit more designs, in which conven¬ 
tional leaf foliage freely intermingles with a raised fretwork pattern permeating 
throughout the panel in foiled hands, raised about one-eighth to ou« fourth of 
an inch ah owe Lhe surface and very slightly in advance of the foliage. In some 
instances the hands are quite fiat and in others they nrc of a channelled section. 
The peculiar shape of the leave*, should he noticed, and tho way they arc carved where 
they re-enter Ihe inside curve of tlm spiral stem, A strong family resemblance to 
Saracenic carving is traceable. The panel shown on Fig. 3, Plate XXXII, is parti¬ 
cularly pleasing, and might advantageously be copied iu brass, copper, silver, gold, 
and would look well worked up as linger plates, stamped leather book covers, tops of 
boxes, fcv. The panel So. 1. Plate XXXI k and panda Nos. 2 ami 3, Plate XXXIIT. 
akow a more rigid style of ornamentation, being composed of straight line* worked 
into geometrical forms, instead of curved ones, Roth Figs. 2 and 3. Plate XXXTIT arc 
rather uncommon, and, though simple, are very effective. The pattern on Fig, 3. from 
the north-east ground fluwr room, is also found upon the interior walls of the upper 
room on the south-east comer of the hou>e, which we sec from Plates XXXI V. XXXV, 
are as richly decorated as those upon the ground floor. The latter piste is a draw¬ 
ing of a portion of tho west wall of the north-weHt chamber, and shows that tho 
upp- s’ wails, like the lower ones, are cut up hy reeves. They are arched at the top, 
and divided info two compartments by a longitudinal stone shelf beautifully carved 
on ih. front with a continuous leaf scroll of a spiral form, in keeping with the 
border surrounding the recess. The curves of the scrolls are beautifully formed, and 
the end of each spiral terminates in leaves which fall upon and cross over the tendrils 
and fill up the space lietwcea them and the narrow outer border, which is slightly 
reused above tho surface and bounded on the outer edge by tooth-carving. The arch 
m,i r ibe top of the recess is four-centred and stilted, and the spaudrils are carved 
w ir’i leaf rosettes. A section showing the depth of the recess (IMP) i3 given on the 
>iilc of the drawing and & plan of it at the bottom. The wall surface below the recess 
U p;;iicited and enriched by a similar design to that shewn on Plate XXXI V, which 
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illustrates an <mtarn Uy of the adjacent chamber steading over the Boulh-easfc gronml 
floor room. The wall recede* are of quite a different shape to those in the adjoining 
room. Instead of the pointed arched opening, the top ia mom elliptical in form and 
the lower compartment in scalloped out round the aides, after examples met wit 
in Persia and Burma. The surface is carved like the panel shown on Fig. 3, Plato 
XXXni Enclosing the whole hay is a frame, elaborately wrought with leaf and 
scroll foliage arranged in two parallel undulating Una. The pattern is most skU- 
fullv manipulated at the angles whore the rails and styles meet, and the wav in 
which it is treated is well worthy of study. The lines flow easily and gracefully one 
into the other ■ all harshness is avoided, and the effect is most pleasing. 

The remaining plates deal chiefly with the decoration on the exterior of the 
house (see Plates Lt and II), which is almost as richly carved as the interior. Plate 
YYYY I b a to a targe sraItf of tlifi north-eastern doorway, Mid imOUld bo 

studied along with Plate XXXVII. On each side of the doorway a pilaster projecto 
4 * £c 0m the face of the wall, panelled and profusely carved, in keeping with others 
upon the facades. The one on the right has suffered from climatic influence and the 
stone has weathered badly, hut sufficient of the design upon its panels remains to 
show that they were the counterpart to those upon the opposite pilaster. The caps 
and bases are moulded and carved, and over them richly sculptured bracket*, Uindd 
in character, which ace given in aide elevation on Plate XXXVII. Fig. 1, project. 
They support a deep sloping cave running round the entire building, the soffit of 
which t m enriched with a variety of cured designs in relief (Plate XXXVII. Fig. 2) . 
Over the fan-light above the doorway is a Lintel supported on Hiudfl brackets, in 
front of which U a Saracenic arched slab of stone, G n in thickness, in. two pieces. On 
each side of the springing a small bracket project*, carved with a grotesque elephant, 
The trunk of the animal is thrown upwards, and issuing from its gaping mouth is 
a scroll, which connects with a Sorters 1 cu&ping. running round the mtrades of 
the arch, The front of the arch is Chiselled with a double row of feather-like orna¬ 
ment and the spandrile over are nunk and carved with leaf paterae eucircled ^ith 
flowing foliage. The centre of the lintel resting upon the brackets in the tympanum 
of the arch is prettily ornamented with a rosette supported by a pair of pesuwks 
holding garlands in their beaks, disposed around the patera and upon the field of the 
lintel/ Between this and behind the architrave over the door, the tympanum is 
filled on with a jdi* screen fan-light, through which light and air pass ty the room 
behind- Above the door is a deep eave shown on elevation on the right hand side 
of the drawing (Plate XXXVI).but in order to show the entire front of the support- 
inn bracked, it has been omitted on the loft ?ide. 

This plate well exemplifies the freedom with which Hind* architecture was 
interminglod with Muhammadan during the middle of the Kith century m I'pper 
India, and which gave rise to a style peculiar to tbut part of the country known ts 
“ The mixed Hinda-Mubummadan style." Here both the Hindi bracket and the 
Muhammadan arch are ingeniously combined, and with pleasing effect. The arch

Plate XXXVT afforded an example of the ornamentation upon the pilasters 
separating the bays, and Plate XLXX still farther exemplifies this. Tim pier shown 
on the drawing is from the doorway on the west fayade leading into the south-western 
chamber now used by visitors as a sitting room. On the north side it breaks forward 
from the outer face of the wall St," and returns and stops oa the jamb of the doorway. 
It is enriched, in harmony with the other pilasters, by three horizontal panels confined 
by a border of continuous eat winiug scroll ornamentation Each is carved with an 
elaborate leaf and geometric diaper. The upper and lower panels assimilate; but the 
diaper upoo the central panel is of different design and less rigid than the others. 
Ths top and bottom of the shaft is chiselled with a horizontal band of small raised 
embossed lozenges, divided into four sections by single leaf carved diapers. 

Over the top band was found the inscription {ldiherto unnoticed) giving the 
date of the erection of the bouse, which was referred to at the commencement 
of this chapter. Prom this it appears to hare been built in 9 a mvat 1029 (A.D. 1572) 
during the reign of Akbar PMiahih. The side of the pier is carved differently 
from the front, as will be seen From the elevation on the side of the drawing. The 
contours of the mouldings of the capitals and bases ore delineated on the left of 
the plate. 

Plate XT . TT gives a detail of the upper part of the entrance of the north porch 
(sec Plates VIII and XLill}, It is similar to the entrance to the south porch, but lho 
detail on ii is slightly varied. It is similarly constructed to the entrances, illus¬ 
trated on Plates XXXVI and XXXVLjlL, and so needs little in the way of descrip¬ 
tion. The spamirils or the triangular spaces between the outer curve or ext rad os 
of the arch, and the rectangular border enclosing it, arc exquisitely carved with 
conventional leaf foliage, grouped iu graceful scrolls round a rich circular patera 
in l he’ecu Ire, shown in section n.n the ride of the drawing. The patera is in two 
concentric tiers,an inner and an outer one: and the former grows from the under side 
of a small twisted knob in the cen tre of the patera, which projects Ijf from the face 
of the spandril, and is ornamented with eight flat leaves. The outer tier emerges 
from the under side of the inner one and is enriched with fourteen leaves, with incised 
tips. The leaves radiate from the centre, and between and under each is another leaf, 
but spear-shaped. The scrolls of the carving around the boss are caught up hero 
nod there by little circular rosettes, and the leaves at the endtt of the scrolls have 
that peculiar re-entering curve which is so prominent in Arabian and Persian orna¬ 
ment. The brackets are carved with both floral and geometrical cawing, and are 
each cut out of one piece of stone. 

The dripstone referred to in describing Plate XXXVI protects the carving to 
(ionic extent from the weather; but, notwithstanding this, an inroad is being made 
upon it, and in. course of lime it must eventually succumb to this influence. 

Above the dripstone 1 b a rich frieze illustrated in detail on Plato XLTV. It 
is divided into two mam portions by a bold projecting string-course roughly ryma 
moulded along the top and bottom. The lower cyma is leaf-ornamented, but the

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upper hfts very properly been left plain, ns being unsheltered any carving upon it 
would naturally soon decoy. Heneath tic lower member is r ! rich band of diaper, and 
beneath ibis again is a fringe of leafage. Surmounting the upper cymo nf the string 
moulding is a second diaper band, and from that to the top of tbo frieze, a distance of 
2-Q* the Jfoce of the masonry is ornamented with a raised pointed etc bait lc men ted 
arcade, the ends of which are scalloped, Ike field being carved with semi-rosettes and 
small heart-shaped shields. 

Continuing our examination of the exterior of the house, we proceed to the 
upper Btorey by means of Bleep staircases at the angles of the b uilding , and find 
the walls, like those on the ground, both panelled and carved, hut nothing like 
■o elaborately. Plates XXV and 5LV1 show the entrances to the two corner 
rooms. The former leads to the north-west, and the latter to the south-east cham¬ 
ber. In bulb instances ft at ring-moulding ornamented with facets runs below the 
threshold, and the door jambs are moulded and splayed. The architrave round the 
door, shown on Plato XLV, b enriched with facets, the ubiquitous bead and reel, 
and that double orcyaw-like curve, natural in creeper tracery, is freely incised upon 
the splay, between the facets. The architraves upon the other door arc cut with 
l£af ornament. On each side of door opening arc stopped piers, in conformity with 
the cithers dividing the walls into oblong panels closed at the cop by arches. In the 
thickness of the well beneath the arches are pointed niches confined by raised sculp¬ 
tured borders resting upon moulded sills; mid between ibe tops of the niches and the 
arches the masonry i* relieved from barman by carnii paterae. In conformity with 
those over the duors the arches are four-centred and slightly stilted nod hollowed 
out on the under side with the favourite tnwjtoro cusping starling from little brackets 
at the springing*. The spandriK unlike those we met with on the ground Hoot, are 
devoid of all ornamentation with the exception of a raised drenlrtr patera in the 
middle, consisting of six leaves hexagouftliy arranged, encompassed by a circle of 
honey-suckle ornament . Tbe tympanum between the ar&h and the lintel in the ease 
of the entrance to the south-east chamber (Plato XL Vi) is pierced with a pretty fan¬ 
light, foiled at the top and filled in with stone lattice-work; but the corresponding 
space over the doorway, shown on Plate XLV, is solid, and ornamented with a neatly 
out circular leaf rosette, On examining the drawings it wtU be seen that the lintels, 
thresholds, arul posts of the doorways are punctured with small circular holes. Thev 
wore so done For securing the strings of pardtut and light airy screens made of cane 
and split bamboos, often fantastically pointed and called chlks. which whilst admitting 
bo lb light and air. effectually screened the occupants from the gaae of the outsider 

An interior view of one of the doorways is given on Plato XLYII. The jambs 
are perfectly plain, but on each side is a richly carved pilaster, standing on an elabo¬ 
rately ornamented base, and crowned by an equally rich capital, from which the 
bracketing (before referred to, see page 51 supporting the hreait-summera springs to 
curry the drum of the dome covering the room. As the drum is octagonal, one of its 
sides shown upon the draw ing, and na it has already been detailed on Plate XfY, there 
is no necessity to recur to it again The pi Ins tore art* imposingly carved with geome¬ 
ter traceries and leafage; and above the door opening is a neatly cut boss. 
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Flutes L. LI. LU ana details of the ornamental borders around the various 
wainscot panels and recesses in the wall*. They arc carved chiefly with spiral and 
undulating scrolls, relieved from severeness by conventional foliage, and flowers more 
or less Persian in character. Great attention lias been paid to the treatment of 
the angles, ami the pattern ha* been very skilfully and carefully manipulated here 
to avoid harshness and stiffness. 

The remaining drawings (Plates LT3T to LYU) deal with the numerous and 
varied raised jiatternt upon the pilasters on the exterior and interior walls. As they 
are drawn to a large scale and the construction lines are dotted in, they need little 
description. They consist principally of geometric traceries; many of them are very 
intricate and seldom mot with, and are traceable to Persian and Arabian examples. 
Upon those marked A, Plates LIU, LTV, LV, the watlika or cross, a sacred ancient 
symbol, has been ingeniously introduced. The symbol is of great antiquity, and 
found upon the* various rock-cut temples of Western India, as the Ji{fbt in Europe, 
and elsewhere. It is prevalent also In Chinese and Japanese decoration, which is 
probably accounted for by tbo spread of Buddhism from India to these countries, and 
being a sacred symbol, it would naturally travel with Ike religion. The resemblance 
of sume of ike ornamentation to Japanese and Chinese work is remarkable, and one 
cannot help thinking that carvers from these countries were employed upon the 
embellishment of the building \ hut though -^ome of the designs are so suggestive of 
Japanese workmanship, they may after all, with the exception of the st&stika, which 
h, purely Indian, have probably been derived from Arabia and Persia. 
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CHAPTER IL 

JODH Bit'S MAHAL. 

A Limj to the south-aosl of BJ r BaTs house stands the largest of all tin? 
domestic buildings gracing Akbare capital of Fathpur Sikrl, erroneously known as 
J6dh B4l T fl Mahal, and sometimes called Jahairglri M4hAL According to 
Bioctimann, Jddh Bat was the wife of Jahangir, and not his mother, and daughter of 
Moth, Ittjah of J&dhpftr. The eamo trustworthy authority tells us “ there is little 
doubt that JahAngirb mother was the daughter of BAjah Bib&ri Mai (a KichwAha 
Bajpiit) and sister of EAjah Bhagwftn DAs.” 1 The correct nawe of this princess is 
unknown, hut the title is given aa Maryam-tu-ZamAn!, "Mary of the Age," just as 
Akbar's mother had the title of Maryam MakAni. Thia was probably the origin of 
the myth regarding Akbar s supposed Christian wife, whose house was described In 
Chapter V. Part I of this Report. 

Of Akhar’s wives the following are mentioned in the Ain-i-Akbari 

(1J Sul tin Ruqiyah Begum (a daughter ofMirzft Hindal), who, died 91 year* 
old, 7 th JumAda 1,1035 ( 2Wwit, p. 401). She was Akbara first wife 
fzatt-irkaUnJ, but had no child by him. She tended ShkhjaMn, 

(2) Sultan Saiimali Begum. She was the daughter of Gulrukh Begum (a 
daughter of Bihar) end Mirrit NOr-ud-dla Muhammad. HuuiAvftn 
had destined her for Bairim KhAn, who married her in the beginning 
of Akbarb reign. After the death of Baitftra, Akhar in 068 married 
her. She died 10th Zi Q&'d&h, 1021. An a poetess, she b known 
under the name Mt&hfi (concealed), and must not be confounded with 
Zeb-un-ni&4 (a daughter of Aurangreb’s), who has the same poetical 
name. 

(5) Daughter ql HAjab Bihar! Mai and abler of Bajah Bhagwin Die. 

Aibar married her in. 068 at Sinbbax. 

(4) The beautiful wife of Abdul Wiri’, married m 070. 

(6) Bibi Dsulat filigh , 

(6) A daughter of Abdullah Kh&n, Moghul. 

(7) A daughter of Mirftn Mubarik Shfili. of Kb Andes. 2 

The section from which thiH quotation has been taken also mentions Jbdfc Ml 
as being one of Akbar'a wives, but further on, amongst the ‘ Addittenar Notes/ page 
610, Btochmonn retracts the assertion, and distinctly says she was not the wife of 
Akbar, but of kb son Jahangir. Of these wives, the chief was Suit fins Buqiyah, and 
b may he that the palace we are about to describe was appropriated to her; but from

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of ULndfi deities have been found in the bu Deling during recent yean, the probabilities 
are in favour of the view that it was the abode of a Hindu princess—possibly the 
mother of Jahangir, The building is probably the oldest in the city and was erected 
soon after Akbar decided on making Fsihpur Slkrl a royal residence. There is hut 
little difference between Akbar's buildings and those of his son JaMngir. and in the 
absence of inscriptions or reliable historic statements it is difficult to determine to 
which of the two reigns the work belongs. A close anil striking family resemblance 
exists between this palace and Jahangir's in the Fort at Agra: bat from various 
Indications we may a-^ume that of the two this is C be earlier. The free use of stone 
lintels, the absence of the t(n?A and all timber mark both alike. In each instance the 
doorways, window opening*, &c., are spanned by sterna lintels resting on massive 
brackets; but the earlier date of ,T d d h B & r * palace Is marked by the absence of the 
tuvhtilte top?, so freely carved with geometrical ornamentation, over the entrances, 
doorways, wall recesses,&c. The design of J6dkB»r » palace is simpler and 
altogether plainer than Jah&ngirs Mahal, which in many respects i* more 
closely allied to Blr Bal's house, lIn design Bir Bal's house. Jahangir's 
Mahal, ami .16d h B &. i ' s palace all betray a strong Hindu influence, but in j Adh 
Bfti r s palace it is much more noticeable than in either of the others. The bell and 
chain, one of the oldest Hindu ornaments, is freely carved upon the piers, and with 
the exception of the Punch Mahal, where it is carved upon the sides of one 
column only (hoc Part 1, Plate LXV), this is the only building in Fafhpitr Slkrl in 
which wo meet with it, 'We also find colour decoration upon the parapets ami upon 
the interior and exterior of the domes, and bine encaustic tiling upon the roofs of 
the upper chambers, and this again marks lhe eariiness of the work. It should be 
rememlmred that it was about 15 W A.D., ora liltte before the erection of this palace, 
that colour decoration was introduced by Die Muhammadans upon their buildings in 
India, One of the first buildings ornamented with encaustic tiling, in Upper India at 
any rate, was the K i 1 a Kon a Ma s jid at De 1 h i, erected in 1510 A.D. 

Apart from the design, the building is full of interest and is well worthy of 
careful and attentive study. It is complete in itself and shows the planning and 
Arrangement* of a Muhammadan palace of the middle pari of the 16th century, 
belonging to the Moghul School of Architecture, which arose under Akbar and fol¬ 
lowed upon the third FaUrnn School of Sher Sh&Vs time. 

On referring to the ground plan, Plate LVU1, we dnd the building eomueta of 
a rectangular block, measuring 231'-8*' from north to smith by 215 -0 from east u> 
west, enclosing a large open quadrangle 1?M‘ by 1.61-9/ Surrounding ihie are 
suites of single-storeyed rooms, or corridors, 27'-(T in depth from out to out, uniting 
four main double-storeyed blocks, one in the centre of each side of the nuadran I ” 
Thai on ike east side of the quadrangle forms a vestibule to tbo only entrance ten he 
building; that Immediately opposite it, if the tradition may be trusted, was used as 
a chapel; whilst those on the north and south sides of the quadrangle probabl 
served as reception rooms. On each of the sides, both of the vestibule and the chan J 
are two small oblong-shaped rooms. The two rooms abutting on the main walls of 
these apartments are roofed partly by arches, but with this exception the whole of the

rooms on the »mi.unl floor ore ceiled with flat roofs. On 1 he sides of the north and south 
Mocks, instead of there being' two rooms, there is only one. These are connected with 
others, two storeys high, in the angles of the building and with those on the sides of 
tlie entrance-vestiItule ami the “chapel, 11 by mean* of the corridor® before spoken of. 

Jutting out from the south evlfirnal wall of the building is a structure menaur- 
mg 121-0' by 85’-tr. comprising the private but I is of the palace. it is accessible 
from the palace by means of two narrow passages, one on the east anil the other on 
the west side of the main south block, opening into yards, wii.h small rooms round 
the sides, which were used as latrines. The bath* are lielween the two yards. They 
were heated like Turkish baths by hut air, the flues running under the floors, whilst 
both hot and cold water was obtainable from reservoirs built up on the sides of the 
rooms and fed from masonry channels on the outside of Ihc exterior wal !s. The apart¬ 
ments are covered by domes, and round the walls were coloured plaster dadoes. The

There is a holotnnru‘.-.s and severeness iilwul the design of tin facades of iho 
pakco. not at all unplcaslng, and w hich is elmmic rustic of early Atubrunmdan imrlii- 
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tec lure, This is not so noticeable in llie other buildings at ¥a{hp5r sikti»nnii is 
another reason for regarding this building as one oJ the earliest, it not the earliest, 
in the city. 

The east fat;ado is given on Fig, 1, Plate LX. and the norib labile in Hg. - on 
the same plate. A» the other elevations are almost counterparts of these in design, 
they are not produced. As before mentioned, the only eat™nee to the palace is on the 
cast side. Ii i* derailed on the nest two plates, Xos. LXI and. LXII. As it led to a 
zanduo, and tlut a royal one. it was jealously guarded, after the prevailing custom of 
tlio east. by eunuchs, In speaking of the Imperial Hare in. the says : 

11 the inside of the Hnrem is guarded by sober and active women . the most trust¬ 
worthy of them are placed alwist the apartments of his Majesty Outside the enclosure 
the eunuchs are placed; and at a proper - distance there is a guard ol faithful R'ijpitts, 
beyond whom are the porters of the gates. Besides, on fill four sides, are guards of 
nobles, Aliadls, and other troops according to their ranks,"' 

The small structure seen on the left of the entrance (Fig. 1, Plate LX) probably 
served ns the Rijimts guard bouse. It was detached from the entrance, but was con¬ 
nected by a high fence-wall running parallel to it, the foundations of which arc still 
traceable, tea lateral wall projecting at right angles to the palace shown in section 
on the right of the drawing. This wall, which so etFcctiialiy screened the entrance to 
the palace, has been pulled down, and along with it a clawed viaduct, supported on 
piery, like I hat which still crosses the road to Blr Hal's bouse (Plate LX). The 
viaduct formed the connecting link between J <■> d h B6 i' s palace and Akbar's private 
apartments, the K h w a b g ah (see Chapter X, Fart I). It led up from the entrance, 
and across the road in front of Q neon .VI a r y a m" s house on to the top of the cloister 
facing tin? Keen r«l Chamber. and it 1ms only been removed during recent years. 
It formed a moat interesting and important feature, and it h deeply to be deplored 
that it was ever interfered with. By menus of the via duet Aklmr could {miss, under 
cover and unseen, to llie Queens' guarters without having lo go outside the randan 
precincts, and it never should have been removed. 

^ J <\ d h Ba i' s being the biggest and most commodious of all the palaces, it b pro- 
bald if that Aklmr spent a great portion of his time here and the viaduct ntTorded him 
easy access to the fChw*bgah, Turkish Sn] tuna's house, the Panch

The *imall building shown in section on the right of the entrance (Fig. 1, 
Plate LX) was doubtless the sentinels bov for Queen Maryam T s house, which 
stands a Few paces to the north-east of the palace. The gabled guard house on the 
left side of the entrance (Fig. I, Plate LX! stands some50'*0" in advance of the main 
wail of the place, and between it and the palace is a flat-roofed colonnade, two aisles 
deep by three in width. This is closed cm the north side by ti wall, but it is open on 
the south.

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of the p ilace could look out, unobserved, on the ?urrounding country, On each side 
of the doorway is a deep oblong-shaped recess, o -0 u deep by 7 -0' in width, enclosed 
on the front by a plain archway and ceiled by a dome-shaped roof carried on little 
arched penden lives. Over each is a square balcony, projecting about 3'-9* from the 
wall and upheld by four brackets cut out of the solid blocks of stone, which are detailed 
on Fig. 3, Plate LX IT. Between each bracket is a circular leaf patera (Fig. i of the 
same plate [enclosed by a beaded band bound by an outer serrated one. The balconies 
are open, and at the corners arc slender square shafts surmounted by crudfonn- 
fdmped bracket capitals (Fig 7) carrying stone lintels supporting the roof. The roof 
is liippnd and coated in cement, and ornamented along the springing by a pretty 
carved fascia-band (detailed on Fig. 8). Tin; top is crowned by a teaf-earved stone 
ridge, standing upon the ends of which ate moulded fiuinls. Protecting the open sides 
of tin; balcony is a rich balustrade, some 2' 1 in thickness, of open scroll-leaf tracery. 
A detail drawing of it is given on Fig. 5. 

Entering the palace :see Plan. Plates LYIII and LXrV) through the gateway, 
one comes into a vestibule, about flS'-fi" by 20 -0". The floor is covered by a raised 
platform, for ike use of the servants to lounge upon, after the custom of the East, when 
not In attendance. Through the platform a passage is cut, which leads to a small 
doorway on the north-west corner of the vestibule, formed in u screened wall, placed 
parallel to the entrance to prevent people on the outside of the gate seeing into the 
quadrangle beyond. Thu vestibule b 15'-0" In height and ia divided into six hays 
by stately columns surmounted by Hindu brackets carrying lintels supporting the 
roof. On the north andsouth-east corners of the vestibule arc small waiting rooms 
dosed by wooden doors, on the sides of which arc small arched niches. lathe walls 
between the piers ass recesses (Plate LXV), of a like design to those so commonly met 
with in lith century Hindi. Architecture. There is nothing savouring of Muham¬ 
madan workmanship about ihem, and there is no mistaking their origin. They are 
recessed from the face >f the wall 1-74', the opening is T-5 ,r in brendth by V-O" 
in height On each side of the opening is a slender pillar resting upon a moulded 
corbel projecting 5 from the wall. Connecting the t wo is a plain sill. The pillars 
from being -qnnrc at Uni bottom become octagonal, then sixteen-sided, and flnisri 
ofl’ at the top by becoming cylindrical They are surmounted by a double capital, 
H l uar " nL the tnp nnd crudely carved with angle-volutes and vases. The bottom of 
the capital. In one instance, is <.f n half-octagon shape, and in another of a cushion 
or bolster form compressed in at the middle by a moulded autoilet, A heavy, plainly 
moulded cornice traverses the top of the square opening, and above this ts a broken 
pediment of a debased curved outline, profusely carved with leaves sad lotus buds. 
The pediment emerges from the sides of stopped square die# upon the comers of the 
cornice and atop upon another die placed midway between the two. A detail of the 
capitals b given on the right of the drawing, as well as a section through the centre 
of the rcces* Above the vestibule are two small rooms connected by a Verandah. 

Details of the bases nnd capitals of ilie col umns carrying the lintels supporting 
Hu! vest ibiile roof ate shown on 1'kte LXVI, They arc typical of other columns in Ihc 
palace used in i tie corridor® and tlinreception rooms on the north and south sides of 
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the quadrangle : but in Ihese latter i ll* 4 brackets over Lh? capitals beneath tbv lintels 
are more varied and less stiff in design (E'latc LXXtIV ThcyBre essentially Hindu in 
conception, and arc of the broken wpinre form, a shape commonly used in Hindi! 11th 
century architecture. The shafts are bound at in terrain by bands, variously orna¬ 
mented, with semi-ictus rosettes, small lozenges, pellets, &C., and the fronts are carted 
with the bell and chain ornament, At the top and bottom the Mlmftsbreak forward 
and are panelled, and the bottoms in addition are carved with crude inched ftngle-cart! 
and vases. The bases are moulded and stand upon a plinth, whti#. a plain, and dig! Lily 
moulded capital crowns the top of the column, resting upon which is a heavy four- 
armtil bracket supporting stone beams carrying the ceiling. "1 he brackets art- hewii 
out of solid blocks of stone and are Aalwclone into the oilier after a carpentry mode of 
construction. The brackets over the column* in the vestibule resemble those used 
beneath the doors in Hi r B n !' e house. They an* stepped out in three tiers, and have 
pendant pieces under the upper ami lower tiers. The tower pendant of the two is 
fluted at the bottom and bound by a hand of pellets. The upper fa leaf-carved iu the 
middle and twisted towards the Iwltom. The edges of Urn brackets are chiselled with 
the bead and reel pattern, The brackets over the reception-room columns (Plate 
LXXHi belong to the same fatuity, but are differently treated. The pendant piece* 
are lengthened upwards towards the under side of the lintel carried by the bracket, 
and the additional space thus obtained is carved with iptatrefaife, h ives, to, The 
faces of the portion of the brackets between tlic two pendant pieces are splayed on 
the aides and ornamented with carving. 

In design both the reception-rooms are alike; and the Interior facade on f lie 
north aide of the quadrangle is a counterpart of that on the south side. The north 
facade is shown on Plate LXYU. In the centre is the reception-room, divided into 
three bays by twd rows of columns, and above it is ft long oblong chamber, which 
was probably used by the favourites of the Harem, Between the two an interme¬ 
diate door, of which mention lias already been made and hi which we hall figniu 
revert, There are double walls upon the east and wesi shies of die reception-room, 
and between the two arc staircases leading to tho roof oyer t he corridors between i' 1 " 
central blocks and the dome-crowned chambers at the angb- <il" the quad tire:: i > mii 
to the long apartments over the intermediate floor. In front of these tpoith arc ' i^u 
pavilions, square on pian, and covered by hipped roofs. beneath the shade of which 
the inmates of Lhe palace could lounge and watch whatever was taking place ti; the 
court-yard below. Similar pavilions stand in front of the central blocks mi 'in -nst 
and west interior facades, and a detail drawing of one is given on Hale hiuh The 
columns, 9" square, stand on crudely moulded bases, and arc surmounted by erudtonti 
capitals. The two inner arms of the capital support carved brackets carrying si one 
architraves supporting the roof, whilst the outer arms uphold tiny piilars catching 
the ends of other and larger brackets ('Figs. 1 and 3| sustaining stood wall plates, on 
to which aro notched the eaves surrounding the top of the pavilion, ami which pro¬ 
ject 3'-S‘ In. front of exterior corners. Above the architrave is a projecting frieze, ned 
whore ic meets at the four columns it is notched out and Ailed in with circular

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n stone lintel across the top of ihe aperture carrying tlio superstructure. The 
bases of the pilasters are simply carved with suok semi-lotus rosettes resting upon 
a chequered baud along; the bottom, standing upon a low plinth, cavetto-moulded 
ni the top. Round the exterior of the apartment, a lilt I a above Lite doorways and 
windows is a deep drip-alone carried on a atone wall-plate, notched on to serpent- 
shaped brackets tailed into the masonry of the walls (Fig, 3, Plate T*TTV) The 
brackets are both crudely formed and carved, and are evidently bad copies of proto¬ 
type in '.lie S l on o - cu tiers' ITasj id. the oldest building in the city, and 
erected by the poor stone masons for their patron Saint. Salim Chishti. to the west 
of the Great 3L»&j id (for position see the general plan of the city—Plate I facing 
the tilde page). The chamber, ;»x we before saw, is covered by a waggon-vaulted roof 
in stone i, Plate LXXVT1). The hoop-like ribs of the vaulting are plain and project 3* 
from its soffit. They spring from a baf-earved cornice running (Fig. 5) above the 
lintels of the doorways, and stop upon a torus-shaped rib along the vertex of the 
vault, Tlu- outer covering [Plate LXXXI) of the roof is of cement and concrete 
and is laid with enamel lid tiling. The tiles, 7J in length and 3J* in breadth, 
rro plain and flat and arc nf n rich blue colour. They nro laid in imitation of an 
i .'iif. The rolls running up die sloping faces of (he roof, from the 
P lira pet to the ridge, are 3i in diameter and are placed Tl” apart from centre to 
cuuto. They arc very unevenly formed and in many places are not parallel, some 
converging towards the ridge and others towards the parapet, which is carved like 
the ramps <m the gabled cud> of the roof, with embattle men ted ornamentation and 
leaves I Flute l A’XVII. Fig 1), Where the pattern turns the apex of the gable 
it is badly carved and does not join properly. This is another instance of ihe 
careless, Imp hazard manner, In which, at times, Hie nmotis, although they carved 
so exquisitely. performed (heir work, We saw an instance of this in R 1 r Bal’a 
hoiutu, and vvt are continually meeting with others in various parte of the city. 
The Tiling upon the rauf is a marked feature of the building, and owing to the 
pureness and richness of the blue, it is conspicuous from all points of vantage. It 
is lit* only extant •specimen of enamelled tiling in the capital; hut judging from 
the namorous fragments which arc continually cropping up about the ruins, it must 
hove been very extensively used. The idea probably emanated from Persia, where 
Line riles were frequently us ini fur decorating buildings. TUo chief seat of ear then - 
ware manuffletnre wse- Kashira and the neighbourhood, including Naim. where good 
idity was prdL urii ili:. Cobalt, ibo colour chiefly employed, is found in Kashin, and 
The common name for Persian work is Kashi Kari or Kashira work. The exteriors of 
the gables arc plain, but Hie tuleriuriH are carved with raised panels 2 F -7* in length 
by 1 r4“ in width (Plato LXXVUI) projecting about half an inch from the face of 
the masonry ttjftd though (fully placed midway between two lacing bands of stone 
longitudinally traversing the gable. In the centre of the jmiH is a well-cut circu¬ 
lar leaf rosette in two tiers, enclosed h) n chaplet of (wads. This is encircled by 
« deep circular fringe or ilJigrcv enrichment, and Liu: angular pieces between this and 
the sides of ihe panda arc Ailed up with crinkly carvud leaf ornament, raised ^thu of 
tin inch from Hit face of the panel. The designs of the panels are somewhat varied. 
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ami in the case of those in Hie chamber on the north side of the quadrangle (fiate 
LXXIXl the earners are left plain. and the filigree hand enclosing the patera in the 
centre of the panel ends with a pendant resting on tlie lower side of the panel. The 
design is also modified in other respects, as will ho soon from the illustration. Uoth 
designs could lx? reprmluccd for a number of purposes and would look extremely 
handsome in silver ur gold. The one shown on. Plate LXX.1X might bo used, with 
but alight alteration, as a pendant for some future Oriental order. 

Leaving these upper moms, we descend to the fiat roof of the corridor on the 
ground floor, used as a promenade by the inmates of the palace, and from thence to 
the apartments in the angles of the building. These measure IS'-IO" each way, and 
as seen from the elevation (Plates LX, LXVTLl are crowned by domes resting upon 
a sixteen-sided cradle, carried upon an octagonal drum, cutting off the angles of the 
room and supported on solid corbels built aero** and filling up the upper corners of 
it. They are entered from the corridor roof by two doorways, one on the smith and 
the other ou the west side of the room. Opposite each entrance is a balconied window 
(ace Plates L1X and LX). The balconies measure 8 r -8 #< by 7'-fl 1 and are carried 
on four massive brackets (Plate LXXX) projecting tT-fi" From the wall, stepped 
out on the front and sides, and finished off at the top and bottom with moulded 
pendants. The hack of the balcony between the brackets is broken up by little 
pilasters horizontally bound by three straight bands reeling upon a leaf-ornamented 
String running below the bottom of the brackets. The stone floor extends in one 
unbroken piece from the window sill to beyond tho outer face of the brackets, and 
rising from the corners are square piers surmounted by four-armed bracket capitals of 
an early liindii pattern, upon which stone lintels carrying the roof, a hipped one sur¬ 
rounded by a deep drip-stone, rest. A pierced railing X *5 in height of a curved section, 
protects the sides of the balcony. It is pierced with on open basket-work design, tho 
spaces between the 11 wickers " being partially filled up by leaves, and along the 
top is a moulded capping. The Interiors of the rooms. It is i» he regretted, have 
been, like many others iu the city, during recent times thoroughly spoilt by being 
thickly coated with whitewash. Where portions of the whitewash have scaled off 
coloured decoration is traceable upon the walla, ns well ss upon the sides of the drum 
of the domes (Plate LXXXT). In the crowns of the domra arc exquisite medallions, 
and there is ample evidence to show they were picked out in colour. Tho medallions. 
7'-3" in diameter. (Plates LXXX3F and LXXXIII) are of stucco and are of a concave 
section. In tho centre is a small rosette, surrounded in the case of that illustrated on 
Plate T.x x \ ii by three, and in that represented on Plate LXXXIII by five, con¬ 
centric rows of rich filigree ornament distributed over the whole field, the feathered 
ends of which radiate outward from the centre of the medallion, ibis iomts fin 
upper plane, raised from the surface |tbs of an inch, w hich reposes upon another, 
a subordinate one, composed of graceful and delicate flowering scrolls charmingly 
interwoven wit]) the ornamentation ou the upper plane. Circumscribing the wh lo¬ 
in a bonier 8J," wide elegantly carved m unison with the rest of the work, Tho 
design reminds one a great deal of the ornamentation used by the Moors, from whose 
works it was perhaps derived. Simitar centre-pieces are seen in the ceilings ol rooms 
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below, hut ins trad of being round, they are square, Two arc illustrated on Plates 
LX XXIV and L.UXY, The rooms in which they are, are very dark and begrimed 
with dirt and smoke, and unless they happen hi be viyit-eil while the sun is shining 
into them, the ceilings cannot he seen. Of the two, that represented on Plate 
LXXXIY is the larger, measuring 6-7’ across, whilst the other (Plate LXXXY) 
measures only 0-2 \ It is also richer In design ami, like the medallion under the 
domes, the patterns upon it are worked in two planes distributed over the whole 
panel. The upper of the two predominate* over the lower, consisting entirely of 
beautiful and freely drawn scrolls intertwined amongst leaves and flowers, whilst*the 
predominating pattern is made up of a feather diaper, worked somewhat into the 
shape of variegated crosses, ranged in parallel rows across and up the panel. The 
outer enclosing border is carved in keeping with the field within, but the upper 
plane is worked intohorizontal panels, two to each border, with trefoil ends merging 
into the sides of traccried figures upon iho corners and in the centres of the border. 
The companion panel (Plate LXXXV), although belonging to the same class, console 
of a single instead of a double pattern, and is formed of straight, instead of curved, 
lines, wrought into a ronst uncommon interlacing geometrical diaper raised very 
slight ly above the surface of the panel. The pattern is an exceptionally peculiar anil 
difficult one, and in order to elucidate its construction a skeleton diagram'is ffiven 
on the bottom of the plate. 

Midway between the double-storeyed apartment? upon the angles of the went 
fhgade* and immediately opposite the entrance to the palace (Plate LVIII) is a dis¬ 
tinctly Hindi) structure, which according to tradition was seta partas a pmaTe chapel 
for Akbark Hindu wife. It measures 30-l ’ 1 by 32^0" and is in height. It i* 

divided into three aisles ia depth by three in width by two rows of single square 
columns (Plate L5XXVU), In the walk are seven niches, Rome of which tiLL 
within a tew years ago, if old inhabitants do not err, contained statues of Hintill 
deities. They an* of similar design to those in the vestibule (Plate LXV). On the 
north-west anil south-west coraersare small chambers, which may have been med 
by Lie attendant priests fur ceremonial purposes. The entrance to the ’‘chapel ” 
is immediately in the centre of the east wall, which in partially closed by a hi-^h 
plinth (Plato LXXX VI), ornamented like those met with in Uth century Hindi! 
architecture. The face of the plinth on the courtyard side is broken up i ato a 
series of Ihjrpendieulnr panels (Pinto LXXXY111, Fig. 3), every other one of which 
u» slightly recessed. In the centre of each is carved a Wenge-shaped figure in relief 
and the bottoms are ornamented with urns and rosettes, characteristic of the stele’ 
Beneath the panelling It a moulded base, carved along the top with a series of small 
oh long-ah aped panels filled with lozenges, Crowning the top of the pedestal Is a 
moulded capping, upon which stand coupled columns, a pair on eaoh side of i he 
entrance. They are ranged opposite double pilfers projecting from the ends of 
the north and south walls. The perpendicular lines of lh 0 pilasters are broken bv 
horizontal bands ornamented with semi-lotus rosettes, Ac., and sculptured upon tho 
from faces Of the piers is the fhvourite bell and chain, A moulded capital' unite, 
the two fFig. 2 ), and resting upon it are Wkete carved in like manner to those 
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over the columns in the entrance vestibule to the palace. They support the ends 
of the architraves carrying the mil above. Jutting out at right angles to the 
front of the capital towards the quadrangle are much larger brackets carrying a 
stone plate or beam running parallel to the front of the chapel on to the upper 
ends of which eaves are notched [see Pig, 2 ), The fronts of the brackets are 
shown on Fie. 1 * bat the eaves have purposely been omitted m order Lo show aa 
enriched frieze behind. Thi* is divided up by small piers into a scries of little com¬ 
partments with brackets projecting from the aides, meeting like a pediment over the 
centre of each division and sheltering a tympanum-like space beneath. Tim is 
sculptured with a lotus rosette supported on each aide, heraldic-wise, by buds, which 
mav be intended for br&hmani ducka. The stone has weathered badly, and in con¬ 
sequence much of the sculpture has decayed, but sufficient remains to stamp it as 
being Hindu as opposed to Muhammadan work. There is nothing Muhammadan 
about the building, and the design throughout is distinctively Hindu in character, If 
the apartment was a chapel, it would rather tend to strengthen the supposition that 
Aibara HinJfl wife inhabited the palace. U ho, it ii another instance of the fore- 
thought and attention Akbar was ever bestowing on. all around him. Having con¬ 
tacted a matrimonial alliance with a Hindu princess, ho spared no pains in making 
her new homo resemble her old as much as possible. 

On the south and north sides of the chapel are two staircases concealed between 
double walls leading toa chamber over, and the roof of the corridor on each fid* Fho 
entrances to the staircases arc in the north and south walls on the rides of the chapel, 
hut there are two sham ones in the front wall. The doorways are sheltered by a deep 
drin-stone, which continues round the walla of the corridorsand the other apartments 
facin'* the quadrangle. It is supported on a wall-plate carried on slender atone 
brackets detailed on Plato LXXXiX projecting 2'-9" from the face of the wall, and 
4'-<T deep by 7 " in width. They are in two parts* and the upper pmjeeta slightly in 
front of the lower, which is cut into three receding tiers, with little bracket-shaped 
pieces under each. The upper part is formed out of one piece of stone and rent* 
upon the lower, but is detached from the wail. The contour is a peculiar one and 
bears a feint resemblance to the recumbent figure of an elephant. The front is 
moulded somewhat alter the form of an elephant’s trank when turned upwards, and 
it is finished off at the top by a plainly moulded circular capital. The upper part of 
the back is slightly splayed, and the saddle is 

At the bottom both rides are carved with semi-lotus rosettes. I?g. 1 u a aide and 
Fig. 3 a front elevation of the bracket. whilst Fig, 2 rimwso perspective sketch of it 
Where the eaves or drip-stone mitre round the angles of the four double-st oreye d 
buildings breaking forward in advance of the fegftdea [see ground plan, Plato LYUI). 
they are supported on angle-brocket*, resting upon carved posts, placed in angle* 
of the walls [see Plato LXXXYl), These are shown in detail on Plato XC. Pig. 3. 
Tbe same plate also shows details, ta elevation and section, of the doorway* leading 
to the staircases ascending to the roof, which, as before mentioned, are sheltered by 
a drip-stone. The stone tings of which the drip-stone is composed, are about ±i m 
thickness and & in length, including the portion tailed into the wall. They vary ux 
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width, some l(«ins only fl* and others over 1-0 '. Little care lias been taken in pre¬ 
paring 1 and laying them, and often jt is found that the stone in broader at the top 
than at the bottom. In some eases they nre rebated one into the other and then 
cramped together, but more often ihev are retained Lu position entirely by being 
notched on to the wall-plate. The whole of the from iWe of the parapet over the 
drip-stone was originally beautified in colour. Traces of this are extant, and can 
easily he seen, notwithstanding that some aver that the palace ia devoid of colour 
decoration. The pattern shown on Plate XCI At Fig, 1 is distinctly visible upon the 
face of the plaster, end although no greai length of colouring is to he seen in a 
pristine state, sufficient fragments remain upon different parts of the parapet to 
enable one to dcllne what it was. Colour decoration was not relegated to the para¬ 
pets, but it was freely used upon the exterior of the domes to enrich the aides of the 
drum. The same colours were employed as upon the parapets, and the patterns 
(Plate XClIj emanate from the same school, but arc much richer in design. When 
the whole of the colouring fresh and crisp it must have added considerably to the 
architectural effect of the building, and to a great extent relieved its present sombre 
and almost prison-like appearance. 

Each corridor between the four main blocks projecting into the quadrangle is 
divided into two aisles in width by six in depth tall of equal gbe) by square columns, 
ranged down the middle, opposite pilasters in the walls. On the side facing the 
quadrangle they arc partially open, hni are closed of. the ends by lateral walls 
pierced by doorways admitting of ingress to the adjoining chambers (see ground plan, 
Plate LVm), 

\ After the universal custom of candma, buildings there arc neither windows nor 
doers in the outer exterior wall-but for the sake of architectural effect, the interior 
side of lha wall is broken up by deep recesses. Then* is a recess in the centre 
of cadi bay; the openings are rectangular in shape and measure 1-7" by 2-2", 
Tim lilies are enclosed by a stone frame 2£" in width t which is again enclosed by a 
broad architrave (Plate XCII1) surmounted by a hat demented cornice punctured 
with small Lutin crosses A moulded and carved sill 0" fan depth wUh a projection 
fit :u ' runs along the bottom of lha recess, and at each end k a richly carved bell- 
shaped pedestal, which appears to have been used for placing lamps or ehit'dgt upon. 
If this were so, the rococo probably contained statue* of Hind A deities and the light* 
would bo required for ritualistic purposes during the performance of pitja. The 
recesses arc all one pattern, but the carving upon the sills varies considerably (Plates 
XC1V, XCV. and XCV1). They are made up of three members. In every rase the 
upper k perfectly plain and square and projects slightly in front of the middle 
member, which is also square, but is carved with a variety of designs in relief The 
bottom member throughout ia moulded, and in some instances resembles a cavetlo 
and hi others a badly formed eywio. It is ornamented with tea/ and dart carving 
and generally two leaves arc carved tmo upon another, the upper being the smaller 
or the two. Sometimes though, an seen at Figs. 2 and 3, Plate XOVT, four leaves are 
placed one alx»v« tho other, each buing *ma! I cr tban that upon which it rests. Vertical 
dart# separate the leaves and serve the same purpose as .the tongue in the egg and 
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ialign? moulding so much used in Classic architecture. Tlie darts bulge outwards 
mul turn over at the top and dir; into the concave sides of a fringe of facet* ornament¬ 
ing t,)jn bottom of the middle member. The scrolls upon this member are freely 
carved, and aonic are undulatiagly arranged in single patterns, whilst others are 
double and interlaced. Like patterns are carved round the panelling Ln B i r B a T s 
house, and it is noticeable what a strong likeness exists between them and those found 
in Arabian work.

\ Projecting from the centre of the north exterior wall of J b d h B1 V s palace is 
a square-shaped double-storeyed pavilion, known as the Ha w A M a b ft 1 /Plates LX 
and SOTO). Bound the outside are square columns, arranged in double rows. Tho 
bays between the columns on the ground floor are open, but on the first floor they 
are enclosed byyuii Koreans./ The facade is divided horizontally into two main por¬ 
tions by a drip-stone projecting from the wall on a level with The ground floor 
ceiling. It Is <?arrieii like the caves below the parapet: on wall plates, supported on 
bracket* (detailed on Plate XCYlH, Pigs. 5 and 0) projecting in front of the columns 
round the outer sides of the pavilion. The ceiling of the ground floor in flat aud 
constructed in Hindi fashion on stone beams supported on crass-shaped brockets 
resting on the capitals of ihe columns, but that over the first floor h arched (Fig. 3, 
Plate XCVTH). It ia divided into casements by flat projecting riba springing from 
the top of a narrow cornice above the top of the/<i/i screens enclosing ihe outer sides 
of the chamber. The roof over is hipped. Between the outer and inner row of tho 
columns round Lhe sides of the room on the upper floor is a narrow gallery, S'-S* in 
width, ceiled at the top by fiat slabs of stone resting on hracketii surmounting tho 
capitals of the piers, and carrying a solid mass of masonry over, forming an abutment 
to the roof. 

Surmounting the north-OMt and north-west corners of tho building are domed 
kiosks supported on four slender columns. They are illustrated to a largo scale on 
Plate XCVIII. Figs. 1, 2, 3, and 4, the latter being a perspective sketch. The 
tracer led screens enclosing the outer sides of the upper chamber is of various designs, 
and samples tm exemplified on Plates XCIX and C. They are punctured out of 
solid slate of stone, 2 ^' in thickness of various rites according to the inter-colnmni- 
nation of the pinm. Seme measure 7'/J" in height by 5'-6" in width. The mils arc 
flat in section, chamfered both sides, and are £ of an inch in thickness (sec Figs- 2 and 
4, Plate C). At the top they are shaped to flt between the brackets over the capitals. 
In one instance (Kg. 1, Plate XCIX) two small birds are carved, which fortunately 
escaped the bands of the vcoooelustfi who after Akbars demise so shamefully damaged 
tho beautiful carvings in the Turkish Sultana 1 / house and elsewhere. Iho 
Hawi Mahal was probably used exclusively by the Indies of iho Harem. The 
latticed rides, like glass, afforded protection from the rain, hut at the tome time 
admitted of free ventilation and enabled the ladies of the court to recline at ease in 
full view of the surrounding country, the gardens. &ze., without the slightest fear 
of being overlooked,/ The froo use of jiili work is a marked eluirtuiteristie of tho 
Muhammadan style of architecture, hut there is very little doubt it had been used 
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in India, liut not on such an extensive scale, from remote times and anterior to the 
Muhammadan conquest. In Northern India this class of window tracery was Tery 
fashionable, and h met with more or les» in almost all the PafcbAn and Moghul 
building's. 

Detailed drawing of the jdtt Hcreena enclosing Hie Hides of the pavilion* are 
gsren on Plate CL like other jati work the designs were first pointed od to the filalis 
of red sand stone, and thou punctured out, In the event of a flaw being found in the 
stone'it would be rejected and a fresh one commenced, save In the case of very large 
ami nearly completed slabs, when it would be pieced, but in so skilful a way aa almost 
to defy detection. 

The tops of the exterior walls around the painco (Plate LX) f which, it will be 
remembered, are only screen walla affording privacy to the promenades formed over 
the corridors surrounding the quadrangle) are finished off with a crenellated creeping 
(Fig. 1, Plate €11), which imparts to the building n somewhat fort-like appearance. 
The effect is not pleasing, though, as the creating, being only 1-1" high, does not bear 
a proper proportion to the height of the wall, which measures 32'-G'\ It is not even 
as high as the string-hand (Fig 2, Plate CO) midway between the cresting and the 
plinth (Fig. 3, Plate Oil) along the bottom of the building. The string-band iu 
design. Is like the cresting along the parapet. In both instances the tops of the merlons 
between the ere negations are shaped like an Early English arch, surrounded by a 
flat raised border in lieu of mouldiuv*. stepped out in courses at the bottom, which 
unite under the centre of each crenellntion and form a panel after the shape of a 
Greek cross. 

In the centre of the merlons along the parapets raised discs with trefoil ends are 
carved, and beneath those upon the string-band (Pig. 2) are triune leaves terminating 
at the top in a feathery hell-shaped spray raised slightly from the surface of the wall. 
The string courses project 4" from the face of the wall anil are composed of «wrio, 
cavetto, and rytna mouldings. These are perfectly plain and uncarved. and, unlike 
those along the interior fables facing the quadrangle within the palace, are worked in 
red sand-stone instead of cement. The mouldings of the string-course under the 
parapet arc very coarse and badly worked and inferior to those beneath the string- 
band r unning parallel to it (Fig* 2, Plate Oil) along the centre of the wall, which owes 
its effectiveness to the cacetto and scotia-like moulding and the sharp shadows thrown 
from the projecting liorimutal band* above the latter and below the former. On the 
north facade. Plate LX, the string-band ia broken into abruptly by a square headed 
doorway loading from the Ural floor of the palace ou to the vi-iiuct a few feel to 
the west of the II a w 4 M a h a l (Plate XCVII), connecting the palace with the za adria 
gardens (now in ruina) by the "Wate r-works (see general plan of the remains 
facing the title-page)and the upper part of the H k t h i-P £» 1. From an examination 
of the ruins one concludes that the viaduct continued on from the zamntt garden as 
far as the IT Iran Min fir, nr the antelope tower, standing in wlial arc now 
fields, lull in Akbfir'e time was n lake The viaduct appears to have crossed from the 
tan&na garden in front of a large reservoir, forming a part of the Water-works, 
to the north-east angle of the II n l hi-P61, and then for a short distance down Lho 
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cast side of rorul to an ai-eheil tr^tesmj (now fallen) by the 8a ngl n Du r j. Tt 
crossed over the top of tlii^ to north-west side of the 8 a agin Burj.tmil from 
t hence tbrouErb. a screened passage built on the roof of the east side oi" the Ka r win- 
dari to the Hi ran M'iufLr. The or tint. portion of the viaduct leading from 
Jedh Bars palace to Hie zattdna garden is carried on pointed archways (see Plate 
Ci, Part Ij and is enclosed on the sides by walls. At stated intervals the viaduct is 
bridged by k tasks, 

\One side of the fifth kiosk, counting from the palace, is filled in with an exoep - 
tionally fine perforated r®i sandstone screen (Plate CIU)./ It probably formed no 
part of the original design, and was brought from some other part of the cily sub¬ 
sequently to the building of the viaduct and placed in its present position by some 
one who haring an eye for the beautiful know it would be seen to the best ad vantage 
in the position we now Qnd it. a tan dine out against the clear blue of an Eastern sky. 
It is the only simple of the kind in Fathpnr Sikri, flowing tracery having come into 
vogue nt a later period. The main Una* of the tracery, although not so true ns one 
meets in Western art. are graceful and pleasing, and tend to show that the sculptor 
was not a slave to hard and fast rules, so detrimental to true art. Designs of this 
suri a-, well sj the geometrical Jdlis we a" in the Haw ft II a h a 1 were in the first 
instance traced out, on the atone itself by a pointer, and from this rough drawing the 
ma,*on matured his design, carving it here aud lliere ns h h fancy led liim. It is 
very douhtrul whether drawings, such as we use in the present day. were supplied, 
each craftsman knowing sufficient of the art to enable him to grasp and execute the 
ideas of his master. In width the screen is t5-3J'', the frame endowing it 3f' thick, 
and the tracery itself 21", Both sides-arc ornamented. In the centre a small 
panel, 1-1 f by enclosed In a goiferedborder IT in width. The left side of the 

panel is not quite in unison with the right, and from its unfinished appearance it is 
probable that the slab crocked before completion and the mason feared to finish it. 
leBi the vibration from the chiselling should cause further and irretrievable injury. 
Where the viaduct traverses the roadway leading to Bi r Hal 's house, it is 
supported oh, two rows of ‘■quart- piers, surmounted by solid stone semens breast 
high. These have been removed during recent years. Lti order most, likely thal the 
handsome facade of llir Hal s house might bo seen to better advantage from 
Miriam'* house, the Pan eh Alalia I, &c, A portion of the? original screen 
remains on the weaisidc of rhe small doorway lending from the first floor of the palace 
on to the viaduct, and the silb into which the flag stones furming the screen were 
fitted are still to be seen. The screen was 0 -0' high, and the stone stays into which 
the flags were rehated were 31 by G^, ami were i'-fi' 1 apart the dags themselves 
being 1-3 across aud 4/' in tbickncsfi. The remaining portion of the screen wall 
enclosing the upper aides of the vimiuct and extending from the north side of the 
roadway as far as the ttanma garden, h composed of coarse ruliblo masonry coated 
both aides with cement 2 r ' in thicksets. It hus a dingy, unfinished appearance, quite 
out of hooping with the beautiful trarroundings, and causes one to ask if it formed 
any part of A k bar's original design The colonnade beneath the viaduct where it 
crossed the roadway going to B i r 31 a i s house is made up of six bays There aro 

y 
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four narrow ones next ttie north wail of J &d h Bfti'g palace, the size of which is 
determined by the columnar arrangement of the Uawii II a ha I, and succeeding 
these are two broad ones, The interspaces between the columns, now open, were 
dosed with stone screen*, with the exception of the first of the two broad baya 
through which the road passes to Blr Bal’a house, which was closed by a largo 
gate. The harrier thus made, effectually cut off and Afforded privacy to the grounds 
attached toQueenlliriam's residence, and separated them from the open space 
around Blr Dal's house. By some it has heen suggested that Bi r Dal'a house 
was beyond the sandm precincts, hut this waa not the case. According to custom, 
residences of any pretension had their own private gardens, although sometimes they 
consisted only of a mere yard. One garden often led into another by a gateway, hut 
at the same time they could, at the will of the occupant, he shutoff and he made 
perfectly private. After a moat careful examination it can hardly be doubted that 
Bi r Bai 1 s residence was within the zamtta quarters and not without ns contended 
by some. There is every evidence to prove this, and although, as we saw in the 
previous chapter when speaking of B i r Bn J ’ $ house, it is now unenclosed by the 
high walls common to sand no#, ample evidence remains to prove their former 
existence. Another viaduct, a small one. which was standing till within a few yeara 
ago, led from the private hospital to the north-west corner of B i r Sal's house 
(mentioned on page 3, Chapter I) to the gallery over the It at h i - P 61. It passed 
on the roof of some low vaults {probably used as stabling) which projected from the 
outer north wall enclosing the open space around Bl r Bal s Louse to the top of an. 
arched gateway crossing the road leading down to the H ath i- P b 1 and the li i r a n 
Miaftr {see plan of the City, Blatc I, facing the title-page). From here it descended 
by a staircase to the W a t e r-w o r k s on the right hand side of the H A t b i - P 61 road, 
and from thence on the top of a cloister (since fallen) surrounding an open court, 
between the Water-works and a reservoir on the cast of the H a L h i - P 6 J . to the 
gallery above it. It is much to be regretted that this passage, the enclosing walls 
round Bi r Bal " s house, and the viaducts between J &dh BAI s palace and Blr 
Ba 1' g bouse and that linking J6dh Bat's palace to the Kh w&b ga h werr ever 
meddled with. They formed an essential part of the composition of the zandna 
quarters and should on no account have been touched. If on the score of age they 
were dangerous they might have been conserved, hut they certainly should not have 
been oltogeiL<T obliterated. 
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
